Field; Rarly Predictions 


In 1884, John Clark, well- 
known farmer end rancher, on 
the Crowfoot Creek, drove Dr. 
Dawson, federal yovernment 
geologist, aver large sections of 
this portion of Southern Alber- 
ta, /

Clark at that time, tbat the 
likeliest location for an oil field 
was at Steveville, and predicted 
that in years to come, one of 
the richest fields in Canada 
would be the Steveville field. 

Mr. Clark took a few notes 
of what the geolcegist told bim, 
and he still has a time-aged 
note-book containing the in- 
formation he jotted down 42 
years ,ago.. Dr. Daween pre- 
dicted that gas and oil would 
be found in the Benton and 
Dakotn shales at around 2200 
feet in depth.

has been returned to power at the head 
of the United Farmers of Alberta. He 
will have an undiminished majority in 
the legislature, Liberals will prob- 
ably retain their numerical strength. 
|The Conservative party made a gain 
of.three seats. Two Labor members, 
and possibly a third, pledged to sup- 
port the government, were elected. 

Additional returns came slowly to- 
day and tonight due to arduous 
task of counting the preferences un- 
der the proportional representation 
system.
